“It will not take a 
mathematical specialist,” says the 
report, “to calculate the disparity in 
a-ages a'hen !• per cent is lost in sal¬ 
ary and pi'r cent is added to the 
yearly expense account for tlie neces¬ 
sary cost of living.” And it adds 
that according to these figures the 
virtual remuneration today of the 
teacher is 36 per cent less than it was 
eight years ago. 

From the above it will be seen 
that the teachers are waking up to 
their, actual situation. They are 
wage workers. They belong to the 
wage claM. They arc shamefully 
underpaid like other wage worker. 
They mean to grapple witli the sit- 
nation. and have gotten over tlteir 
prejudices against Isbor organiza¬ 
tion, for the report says: “There arc 
nndoahtadly thousands of teachers 
in the country, and perhaps in this 
state, whp wonl^ gladly retort to 
labor w''foo principles and methods 
to force wggM to a hi|^ 


We Socialists make the claim that 
the rank and file of the labor unions 
are becoming more and more social- 
iatic every day and tliat they are not 
truly represented by those leaders 
who dance to the music of the 
Hanna - Gompers - Cleveland Civic 
Federation. Are we right? At the 
Boston convention of the .American 
Federation of I.abor Socialism met 
with what the eapitalist pres^ has 
called a “crushing defeat.” It 
claimed that Gompers and Mitchell 
stood for the true sentiment of trade 
unionism, and that unionism had re¬ 
pudiated Socialism. .At this the So¬ 
cialists laughed and declared that 
the vote at Boston did not measure 
at all the Socialist strength in the 
ranks of organized labor. Xow the 
que.'(jon ia: Were we right? 

I.,et us see if we were. 

Take the Patternmakers, for in¬ 
stance. The preamhlc to their con¬ 
stitution co.otains this clause re¬ 
cognizing the class struggle: 
“Whereas, The economic power of 
the capitalist class used by that class 
for the npprc.'sion of labor rests up¬ 
on institutions essentially political, 
which, in the nature of things, can 
not be radicaliv changed or even 


slightly amended for the benefit of 
the working class, except through 
the direct action of Uie working peo¬ 
ple themselves, eosnomically and 
politically united at it clast." In-its 
rules of government it provides for 
a discussion of the oonditions of the 
working clas.» to enlighten the mem¬ 
bers “as to their class tnfsrMt*." 
•And the president of fhe league, 
.lames Wilson, has made Socialistic 
labor speeches. Y'et at Boston he 
cast the 2!) votes of his organization 
against Socialism. 

Bat this is not a cireomstnnee to 
the situation with rctnir.: to ^the 
International Assoeiation of Ma¬ 
chinists. .At its convention in Alil- 
waukee la.st year, it was decided to 
submit three propositions to refer¬ 
endum vote of the membership to 
set what the rani and file wanted. 
One was as to whe^ier the A. F. of 
L. should endorse Socialism, an¬ 
other was as to whether Gomper' 
should be continued as president of 
the -A. F. of L., and Bic last wa.« as 
to industrial organixation of unions 
as against trade hfitonomy. The 
vote on these propositions was in 
and known to the officers before the 
Boston convcntion,'y»f on each and 


every proposition fhe five delegates 
of the Jfackiniste to the Boston con¬ 
vention voted directly opposite to 
the withes of the rank and file as 
shown by the referendum vote! 

By what stretch of the imagina¬ 
tion can it be claimed that tne 
chinists were ropresenfed at Soston? 
They were not: they were mit- 
rrpresrntejl. No wonder the result 
pleased the eapitalist press! 

The result of the referendum is 
shown in the following table. The 
first column shows the votes that 
were in in time and were connted. 
The second column shows the votes 
received too late to be connted, but 
which at the same time show the 
same relative standing as between 
the two sides. The last column 
gives the total of votes cast, whether 
counted or not. While the total of 
all the votes is not large, it represents 

active workers in the Machinists 
and may be regarded as a reliable 
indication of how the rank and file 
feels on the three points. Indus¬ 
trialism is not, of course, a So¬ 
cialistic measure, hut we give the 
vote to show how utterly-the wish of 
the membership was disregarded by 
the leaders.

^»dOUR GRANDFATHER made a pair of shoes, and they were 
I his own. You make a thousand pairs of shoes where he made 
* one. You do not own a single one of them. You can pro¬ 
duce wealth in fabulous abundance, but yon have not got it 
'Why not? Becaose you work with tools that belong to your 
master, and what you- produce belongs to him. Ownership of the tools 
implies ownership of the product 'Your grandfather owned and enjoyed 
the fruit of his labor, t^nse he work^ with tools that belonged to 
himself. Your employer goes to Europe or goes around the world in 
his private yacht, or enjoys what is called exclusive society, because he 
is the proprietor of the tools with which you work. 

The average workingman ia an abject slave. I would rather be a 
dog and bay at the moon than to be that kind of a sovereign eitlzeiu 
I love to thinlr of a sovereign citixen. The term appeito to me strongly. 
But in the present system it is a hollow mockery. Think of a sovereign 
citizen looking for a boss, going to the factory, quivering at tie knees, 
taking off his hat in the presence of a 2x4 boss and announcing h i m scL* 
for sde. 

Chattel slavery would be imp<»ible in the preaent development of 
the capitalist system. Free competitive labor is cheaper than slave labor. 
The capitalist’s responsibility ceases when the wages are paid. 

It ia said that Socialism is impracticable. Socialism ia the only 
system that is practical. It is the present eystoin that baa shown itself 
impracticable. 


I am a Socialist I am one of seven] hundred thoaraanff In the 
United States who absolutely refuse to shoulder a gnn at the oommand 
of Boosevelt or any other man and shoot down workingmen. If he 
wants any killing of human beings done he wRl do it himself, so far as 
I am concerned. 


You outnumber yonr oppressors twelve to one. You can not only 
relieve yourselves from the consequences of this accursed system, yon can 
absolutely abolish it. You can put yourselves in control of the TOvem- 
ment. take possession of your own and emancipate yourselves from davuiy^ 
The average workingmen is satisfied with so little. Give him a 
steady job, enough wages to keep his pa.iaive soul within his hslf-dreaaed 
body, and he wants to thank somebody. He is looking about for the bene¬ 
factor. He wants to pass resolutions thanking some politician, some 
priest, .some parasite of some description. I am doing what little I can 
to augment the di.seontent of tlic working class, to direct that discontent 
properly and give it intelligence, give it solidarity to press forward, and 
in dud time the working class will reach the heights of economic eman¬ 
cipation. 1 may not live to see it. The Socialist does not stop to con¬ 
sider whether the change is coming next week or next month or next 
century. He knows that it is coming, that it is inevitable. He has 
taken his place as a cla«-conscious Socialist, and he never can become 
anrthing else. You hear of a man who voted the Socialist ticket last 
month. If he is not going to vote it next month it is because he never 
was a Socialist. So we wait and watch and work because our movement 
is in alliance with the revolutionary forces, and as certain to triumph 
as that the rivers roll to the sea. It is but a question of time, and we 
can aifoid to bide that time. 


Tlic 
press announced that the imion had achieved something of a viotorv. I 
would like to have a photograph. f.A voice, "Get one of the buttons 
that they daren’t wear.”) I am not finding fault because policemen 
rode on the cars. They had to obey the orders of the capitalist politi¬ 
cians. 

Can you tell the difference between the quality and effect of an 
injunction issued by a Republican judge and one issued by a Democratic 
judge? (.A voice, "The brass molders know it”) 

When the labor movement goes into politics the injunction will 
cease, the system under which the workingman ia simply a piece of labor 
power will be abolished. 

Is it by chance tliat every member of the United States Supreme 
Court is a trained and successful trust and corporation attorney? Don’t 
you workingmen know that when you do succeed in pushing some law 
throngh the .State Legislature, or even the National Congress, which is 
designed to inconvenience the capitalist class, they have the State and 
National Supreme Courts to declare the laws unconstitutional? And 
what are you going to do about it? Submit until the next election, and 
then vote the Republican or Democratic ticket and have a repetition of it 
As Abraham Lincoln once said, “If you want that sort of thing, why. 
that’s the sort of thing you want.” It is simply a question as to how 
long vou can. or rather how long yon will stand it Organize as thor¬ 
oughly as you chooee, they will have a mortgage on yonr leaders. If the 
rank and file in Chicago would do a little excavating they would find 
wires between the City Hall and the Federation of L^r. And because 
there are wires underground there are overhead policemen’s clubs for 
yonr heads. 


The Chicago City Railway employee were organized as thoroughly 
as they can bo if they wait a century. But they lost 'Why? Because 
there is a vast liody of men always out of work under the capitalist sys¬ 
tem. It is called the reserve army of capitalism, and can be drawn on 
at will, if a hundred thousand or two hundred thousand men lay down 
their tools and give up their employment there are the saimc number 
always ready to take their places. 

I wont all trade unionists of Chic^ to take the affairs of their 
unions into their own hands and make it impossible for the fakir and 
fraud labor leader to flourish in the labor movement 

The reason a labor leader is popular today and has office and salary 
ia liecause ho is not true to the working class. I do not want Mirk 
Ilaima to bear testimony to my efficiency as a labor leader. 

I 
like to use plain words: They lie. I would enjoy the opportnnily of 
meeting President Gompers o^. President kfitchell on this platform brfore 
this audience, in the presence not of Socialists, but of tneir own trade 
unionists, in discussing this question. They tell yon that wo propose to 
destroy the movement. M'e propose nothing of the kind. 'We propose to 
vitalize the morement and make it fnlfll. its historic mission. We do not 
pnvpose that Mark Hanna, Archbishop Ireland, or Bishop Potter shall 
run the trade union movement in the interest of the eapitalist class.

We realize that we must organize, 
unite and act together; that we must strike when there is no other re¬ 
course, levy the boycott and do what we can on the economic field, and 
everv time yon engage in a battle of that kind I wiU guarantee that von 
can rely upod the support of cveiy SocialisL Two years ago, after they 
had hem telling the trade unions that we Socialists were trying to vripe 
out the trade union, a stieet car strike came and a boyoott was declared. 
It was not a great while afterward until the leaders of the Central Labor 
Union began to dicker with the capitalists to sell out that strike. In 
spite of our opposition it vras not long until they arranged a aettlemeiit, 
dedared the strike off, and left the entire body of nnion men out of jobs. 
We, the Sociidist^ are ftill walking

opening of the great campaign of 1004. His grrat play is to fool the 
luring class into thinking that he stands for their inteiests. There, is 
nothing very original in this. Every capitalistic representative in politics 
has be^ doirrg the same thing, and it will be kept up long after Hearst 
finally discovers that there arc smoother sharks in the political sea 
than he is. ' 

Just now the Hearst dollars arc being used te flood the country with 
reprints of pages of his Sunda.v papers containing editorials written by 
himself and embellished by seductive drawings by some of his artistic 
employes. Every voter, who.se aame he can get, gets one of these reprint 
circular.-^—and especially members of the working class, for they arc his 
meat. The whole thing is an awful fraud. 

One of these reprinted •‘editorials" lies before us. Let us sec what 
there is in it of value to the. wage worker ? 

We do not read far when we come across this gem: "The dithone^l 
trusts are the enemies of all those whose combined efforts go to make up 
the .nation’s wealth—the hip merchant, the small tradesman, the /eyi’ti- 
nuilc, capitalist.', buj and lUtie; the laboring man.” This is the Hearst 
view! There are. he intimates, honest trusts that are not cnemi^ of the 
"legitimate capitalists" and the laborer! And .yet it is to the small 
tradesman that Hearst really appeals in all hia talk, to just the class that 
is being mowed down by the legitimate trust, which takes the small 
merchant’s trade away, out-competes him at every point, and ends up, 
if he is in the way, by either cru.shing him or swallowing up his business! 
For the wage worker the legitimate trust shows its relation to his daily 
life hy paying the lowest wages, lamccntrating prodnetion in a few fac¬ 
tories and summarily and brutally closing down the others and throwing 
thousands out of work. W’herc is there a legitimate trust that does not 
do this—it is done of neccs.«it.v, for trusts are formed partly for just the 
jtnrposc of economizing and les-sening the expense of production. And 
there is no po-ssibility hy which the trusts can do other than mass greater 
and greater wealth in the hands of the few, which means, of coarse, to 
more and more impoverish the many. Not able to suck up the people’s 
substance fast enough to suit their growii^ greed, the big capitalut farm 
t'.emselve. into trusts to control various industries, and the only useful 
function these great vampires can bo possibly said to accomplish is that 
they eliminate waste from production and hasten the coming of the day 
of the don-nfall of the capitalist system. 

And Hearst wants the workin^au to believe that if it were not for

prosperity,” he calls it Make Hearst president and he will stop the 
bad practices of the trusts, thus enabling the rich man to go into more 
enterprises, and the wage worker will live on pie seven days ia the week! 
Wonderful! He is for legitimate enterprises, he says. And he give. 
an illaslralion of a legitimate enterprise—the Pennsylvania raili^d; 
-And yet ho well knows that the Pcnn.sylvania is the leading coal road, 
js practically in control of the people’s coal, which they must nav SS 
a ton for! r-j s- 

Any busine.ss enterprise, under the capitalist svstem, is a profit mak- 

rng enterpriiw. That means profit out of the-worker*. It_ 

necewarily impoverished working class—and we have had so much legiti" 
mate cnicrprise in this country right along that the worling class in 
spite of ila industry l^oor, while the men of enterprise, tbe cipitaliate 
arc rich. This game Hearst wants to go on. ' ’ 

TIic trouble for the working claas in thia country, then, is not the 
cruelty of the dishonest trust, it is the wage system. The operaUon of 
the trust* is simply a dog-eat-dog scramble between investing capitalista 
—in one sen.se a scramble over the spoils plucked from labor by means 
of the wage systeim As employment goes, the trust is probably as 
humane as the individual, although there arc some glaring cxceptioiu<

In this the 
secretary requesterl that the E. B. of 
the B. W. I. I', of A. aasUt in af¬ 
filiating all of their locals in Wis¬ 
consin with the Stale Federation 
and again |>ointing out three favor¬ 
able points where loials of Brewers 
could be organizetl, and added that 
in conversation with Kiendl in July 
and October the necessity of writing 
Uie E. B. of the B. W.'l. T. of A. 
had become apparent .ind that tliroe 
of the citie.4 pointed out bv the 
.seeretarv had tkoen organizoil by 
Kiendl. 

He further r(v]ue.sted that the 
malicious insinuations made bv the 
Brewery Workmen’s I'nion No. ‘t 
in iheir circular he thoroughly in¬ 
vestigated hy the K. B. and a cir¬ 
cular issTKxi in answer to the same 
and mailed to all lor.nU of Brewery 
Workmen Tnions, Upon motion 
Hie request wa.'J granted and the 
matter referred to Wrlch and Bis- 
toriit^,
